The city of Edinburgh and its environs are extremely po- 
pulous, containing, in a circle of about ſx miles round, no 
fewer than 100,00@ inhabitants ; and is, upon the whole, 
a very proper place for carrying on the woolen, or any other 
branch of manufacture. . 
The quantity of wool brought to the public Weigh- 
houſe here, from the firſt of January 1776 to the firſt of 
January 1777, amounted to 20,185 ſtones 2 pounds, al- 
lowing 23 Engliſh pounds to each ſtone, tron weight, — / 
Mr Archibald M<Dowall employs a great many hands in 
this branch, and the demands for his goods are greatly in- 
creaſed of late. He manufactures about thirty hundred 
weight of Spaniſh wool yearly, and fifty packs of Scots 
wool, each pack containing twelve ſtones, great weight. 
His machinery conſiſts of fulling-mills, ſpinning machine, 
and, in general, ſuch others as are uſed by thoſe of the 
ſame profeſſion in England. John Thomſon has made 
great improvements on = ſpinning machine, and has a ge- - 
nius in that way. Mr M Dowall purchaſes moſt of his 
wool at Boſwell fair (commonly called All-a-ſudden fair,) 
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within

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within four miles of Melroſe, and at Edinburgh weigh-houſe. 
He ſells off good part of the hip and other coarſe kinds of the 
fleece, Mr Jeeves is among the beſt blanket- makers in Great 
Britain, and the demand for his goods is very conſiderable. 
He makes moſt uſe of {kin-wool for his blankets, as it 
works more ſoft and kindly than fleece-wool either of Scots 
or Engliſh growth, but it muſt not be tarred. The medium 
price, paid this year, was ſixteen ſhillings per ſtone, -tron 
weight, that is twenty-three pounds Engliſh. He pays 
two ſhillings per ſpyndle for ſpinning, and for fine yzra two- 
pence farthing per pound Engliſh. The ſelling price of his 
blankets of ten quarters wide, the uſual kind, is from four- 
teen to ſixteen ſhillings per pair. Mr . Jeeves has often 
woven thirty yards of blankets in a day with the flyin 
muttle. He wants cards much for ſcribbling the wool, lock 5 
as they have in many places in Forkihire He underſtands 
the method of making Kendal coatings, from ſeven- pence 
to fifteen-pence per yard; and they can be made from the 


worſt of wool; even the refuſe works up for that uſe. This 


branch ffibuld be attended to, as there is always a great 
demand. He can make Indian dufſles, ſeven quarters wide, 
of all kinds, ſtriped and plain, for men and women's wear, 
much in demand, and any wool anſwers for this like wiſe, 
if not too much tarr etw.

Meſſrs Tibbets, Miller, Izett, and indeed all the hat- 
makers in and about Edinburgh, are entirely maſters of 
their buſineſs, and their goods are better for the money 
than thoſe made in any part of Britain. The hats are per- 
fectly well manufactured, and the colour is extremely good; 
they keep the dye equal to any made in France, England 
or Holland. | | . 

Mr Brotherſtone is capital in the carpet way, as well as 
in ſome other branches There are ſeverals employed in 
the ſtocking way on frames, and their numbers are increa- 
ſing every day.

John Ballantyne, wook-merchant in Edinburgh, on an 
average, combs twelve Scots ſtones of wool, at twenty-two 
pounds Engliſh" each ſtone, per week, and pays about five 
pounds Sterling per week for workmen's wages.

Meſſrs William Foreſter and Com- 


pany employ about ſixty-five looms, all making ſilk- gauze, 
plain and flowered. He was among the firſt who introdu- 


ced this branch of manufacture into this country. Meſirs 


W alter Seton and Company employ thirty in the fame line: 
they are likewiſe trying plain filks. There are many manu- 
factories of white thread and linen cloth, the fabric of 
which is good ; but as moſt of the materials are obliged to 


be brought from foreign markets, we are not in a capacity 


of ſelling fo cheap as our neighbours in Irelapd, and on the 
continent. Several very extenſive tanneries are carried 
on in and about kdinburgh. Much is done in the ſhoe 
buſineſs to great perfection, and, beſides ſupplying the inha- 
bitants, large quantities are annually exported, Ihe ma- 
nufacturers of leather, in this place, have indeed acquired 


ſo great a knowledge in that article, that they can reduce, 
it to any ſoftneſs or hardneſs they think proper, and make 


it take on as fine a poliſh as marble. Mr Gavin Wilſon, in 
this line, is perhaps the greateſt genius, which this, or any 
other country, ever produced: Legs, arms, fidgles, flutes, 
drinking-mugs, ink-holders, pen-caſes, ſnuff-· boxes, and, in 
ſhort, every thing that can be thought of, he makes of 


leather, to the utmolt perfection. here are alſo many 


Curriers and Glovers, who carry on extenſive buſineſs. 
The Blackſmiths, of which there are a great number, 


have acquired a degree of perfection in their bulineſs, 


which has rendered them famous all over Europe, pacti- 
cularly in the article of chimney grates. Hard ſoap, and

extent. Strong ale, porter and ſmall beer, excellent of 
their kinds, are brewed by many, eminent in their profeſ- 
fon, —The Edinburgh market is well ſupplied with all 
ſorts of meat, fiſh, and vegetables, equal te any in Britain. 
The Weigh-houſe of Edinburgh is the beſt wool-market in 


Scotland, as the manufacturer can get what ſuits him, on

The ſituation is as good as any in 
Scotland or England. The water runs on both ſides of 
the town, and is of an excellent ſoft quality. His Grace 
the Duke of Buccleugh, to whom the whole village be- 
longs, has a good waulk-mill ; and there are good tradeſ- 
men of all profeſſions in this place. The country round 
is populous. In this pariſh there are about 4006 exami- 
nable perſons. If his Grace of Buccleugh vouchſafes to 
give his countenance and protection, Dalkeith may ſoon 
E one of the firſt manufacturing towns in Britain. 
Its local ſituation gives it many advantages. Archibald 
Borthwick, and other manufacturers? News 5 upon Meſſrs 
Sawers and Hamilton's report, are that, if it could be 
brought about, it would be of great benefit to the place, 
and alſo to the country m general, that all makers of 
white woolen cloth, (which they ſell at fourteen, fifteen, ſix- 
teen, and eighteen pence per ell), ſhould cauſe it ro be dyed 
in the wool, which would be almoſt as eaſy, after a little 
practice, as their preſent method; and although it ſhould be 
a little dearer,-the value, when milled and brought to the 
market, will amply compenſate the difference ; for, if well 
made, one yard will be worth two, eſpecially to the wear- 
er. Haddington is the propereſt place in this country to 
begin the reformation, becauſe there the manufacturers 
bave had more experience, and conſequently underſtand 


it better, than thoſe in any other part of the country; eſpe- 
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cially in the material branch of ſpinning. If 'this'was onee 
to take place, I doubt not, but, in a ſhort time, they may 
become equal to the Forreſter or Waulkfield cloth; and, 
when the good effects of the propoſed change are ſeen, 
others will naturally follow the example. As for Robert 
M*<Ewan, whom they recommend—if the people of Had- 
dington are friendly together, and have the afliſtance of the 
Honourable Truſtees, to ſettle ſomething on him, and let 
him dye their wool for them, it will be no fmall-encourage- 
ment. Theſe few things, 1 have obſerved, if thoroughly 
attended to, will, in a ſhort time, be of ſingular benefit to 
the country.

The proceſs 
of curing red herrings is in the following manner: When 
they are brought from the boats or veſſels, to the cloſe or 
cellar, they are rouſed with ſalt, great or ſmall, according 
as they are meant to be cured for exportation, or home 
conſumption. If for the former, great ſalt is unqueſtiona- 
bly beſt. They muſt lie fo ſalted about thirty hours: They 
are turned with ſcoops, and the ſalt thrown over them; 
they are afterwards ſpitted through the mouth, with wooden 
ſpits of four feet long, and then hung on ſpars, at proper 
diſtances, on the luffs or rafters, as the fiſnermen call them, 
and, if they fall, are hung on tenter hooks. Oak wood is 
the beſt to ſmoke with, though beech wood partly may be 
uſed. The time to be ſmoked depends upon the dryneſs or 
dampneſs of the weather; but the attention to the firſt

A large and populous city, ſituated on the banks of the 
Clyde, carries on a very extenſive trade, particularly to 
America and the Weſt-Indies. Their local ſituation gives 
them many advantages in theſe branches of trade, and th 
manufactures carried on here are very conliderable. 
Mleſſrs Adam Grant and Company carry on here a large 
trade in the manufacture of carpets. They make them ex- 
ceeding good, of ſine clear colours, and the patterns well 
choſen, and very diſtinct. I hey manufacture about 2500 
ſtones of wool in one year. The price of ſpinning is much 
the ſame as at Edinburgh, and the piece- work on the ſame 
terms. Their demand is very great at home, and they re- 
ceive large orders from the merchants, who export them to 
different ports abroad. They have found no loſs from our 
American trade being ſtopped. They get moſt of their 
wool from Arpyle and Dumbarton ſhires, the prices from 
ſeven ſhillings to fourteen ſhillings Sterling per ſtone. Mr 
William Brown of Glaſgow, a large manufacturer of all 
ſorts of ſkins, makes excellent ſhambo, and all other ſorts 
of leather. He purchaſes moſt of the ſheep and lamb ſkins 
that are killed in Glaſgow and Greenock, and makes im- 
menſe quantities of the beſt gloves for ladies and gentlemen, 
of the beſt colours, and buck and doe-ſkin breeches, and 
his work-houſes in trade are very extenſive, He, at a me- 
dium, uſes about 40, ooo ſkins annually. He ſells about 
2000 ſtones of wool at home, and ſends to Kendal, in — a

land, about ro ſtones, by orders from the merchants 
there. He gets for his Highland wool, that is tarred, from 
five ſhillings to eight ſhillings per ſtone, tron weight, and, 
for the wool that is not tarred, fifteen ſhillings per ſtone. 
The merchants in Kendal buy the beſt at- fifteen ſhillings 
per ſtone, and carry it up in waggons. He finds uſe for all 
the refuſe, and he has great merit and knowledge in his 
profeſſion. He has two ſons, whem he propoſes breeding 
to his own buſineſs. Mr Brown, about two years ago, 
employed fifteen ſervants, from diſtant parts, but is now 


enabled to carry on buſineſs with our own people only, and 


finds it turn to much better account than when he employ- 
ed ſtrangers. Mr Brown lived four years at Wooler, from 
1758 to the year 1762. Before that period, almoſt the 


whole lambs ſkins of this country were ſent up to England 


to be manufactured; when they had undergone that opera- 
tion, part came down here. A ſhort time after that, Mr 


Brown uſed one hundred dozen a-week, for years together, 


and paid 451. Sterling for wages weekly. | 
Mr William Stirling of Glaſgow has long, and ſtill con- 


tinues to carry on here a very extenſive manufacture in the 


2 and ſtaining way, both of linen and cotton. He 

as, by his induſtry, 1 up a fine family, and acquired 
conſiderable wealth, to the extent, I am told, of about 
25,000 J. Sterling. His two ſons he has bred in the ſame 
line of life, who promiſe to be likewiſe eminent in their 
profeſſion, They are people of true public ſpirit, and de- 
ſerve the applauſe of their country. 'They employ a num- 
ber of people in all the branches of their extenſive opera- 
tions. Their market is partly at home, and great demands 
from foreign parts, They have found no ſhort-comings in 
the trade of late. They are not inclined to diſcover the 
method of their operations; their buſineſs has lately increaſed 


much, and, making the ſpirit of vitriol themſelves has 


added to the profit of their manufactory. The wages they 
pay are according to the genius and abilities of the work-peo- 


ple employed, The rent for their houſes and bleaching 


fields muſt be conſiderable, which are ſituated on Leven ſide, 
nigh Dumbarton, where there is fine ſoft clear water, 
which greatly contributes to give their cloth a good colour, 
The number of looms, in Glaſgow and its environs, em- 
oy ed at preſent, is about 4000 in all the different branches; 
2efides at Anderſton, one mile dewn the Clyde, on the 
Jumbarton road, full 500 looms are at work.

They likewiſe 
carry on a large bleachfield, and buy conſiderable quanti- 
ties of brown 1 Oſnaburgs, &c. for the London and 
weſt country markets : ſeveral have followed their laudable 
example, are all ſucceeding well, and have great demand 
for their goods from all quarters. Meſſrs Bell and Com- 
pany carry on a large tannerie and manufacture of ſhoes; 
have great demand both for the leather and ſhoes, which 
they make good, and as neat as any in Britain. There are 
two or three more tanneries, all doing well. Upon the 
whole, this town is in a moſt flouriſhing and thriving ſtate, 
a fober- and induſtrious people; and, above all, thoſe of 
every perſuaſion live. upon the moſt friendly and cordial 
terms. There is an elegant, convenient, neat church juſt 
finiſhed, Dr Blinſhall has done much in this, as indeed in 
every public affair; he is a real friend to his country and its 
manufactures. And here I cannot omit an inſtance of the 
ſenſe and moderation of the- parties.

oods manufactured from theſe raw materials, are ſent 
back by the ſame conveyance. The waggons employed in 
this buſineſs go up in three weeks, and come down in two 
weeks and five days. The whole progreſs is conducted in 
the moſt uniform manner, and the package boxes, which 
bring down the raw filk, ſerve to take up the-filk when' 
manufactured. Spittalfields may be ſaid to be coming to 
this place very faſt. Goods are even made better and cheap- 
er here than there. The principal linen manufacturers are 
Neilſon and Hunter; William and John Wilſons; William 
More and Sons; Corſar and Stewart. The ſtamping of 


the linen, manufactured by theſe four, amounts to a conli- 


derable ſum yearly to the ſtamp-maſters. Here are ſome 


' tanneries, à ſoft and hard ſoap work, all thriving, Meſſrs 


Maxwell and Baiſling deal largely in the raft trade, and are 
making fortunes, in conſequence of the buildings going on 
ſo rapidly; there being no fewer than 100 houſes building 
ſolely for the purpſe of manufactures, to be all finiſhed in ſum- 
mer 1778. [he value of goods of all kinds manufactured in 
Paiſley, from the 1ſt of January 1776, to the iſt of Janu- 
ary 1777, amounted to the extent of full half a million 


Sterling. My information, as to the number of looms, and 


value of the goods, is from the Board's ſtamp- maſters, and 
ſome of the moſt reſpectable people in the place. The cal. 
culation as to the looms agrees with * account of the 
Norwich manufactures, &c. &c. By theſe various branches 
of manufacture, the common people of Pailley are put upon 
ſo much a better footing than thoſe of almoſt any other 
town in Scottand, that they are enabled, without hurting 
their families, to allot ſo many hours for recreation and 
merriment among themſelves, once every week; even the 
maid- ſer vants make an expreſs ſtipulation, at agreeing with 
their miſtrefles, that they ſhall have three hours every 


Thurſday evening, from five to eight, for the above pur- 


poſe. During theſe hours of jubilee, they meet at certain 
houſes, where the fiddles, with the young ladies“ partners, 
are ready to begin the dance; and they continue, with the 
higheſt innocent mirth, till eight, ' when they immediately 
go home to their work with chearfulneſs and alacrity. This 
practice promotes matrimony, and contributes much to in- 
ſpire in the minds of the people a deſire ro be neat and 
clean in their dreſs. The young men marry here when 
they are twenty, and the girls at ſeventeen, They are,

This town is twenty-eight meaſured miles ſouth-weſt 
from Glaſgow, Coarſe carpets, blankets, - and half thick- 
| ſets, are here manufactured, from the wool of the coun- 
try, and ſhire of Ayr. There is likewiſe a conſiderable 
quantity of woolen ſtockings made at this place, from four- 
teen to twenty-four ſhillings per dozen. Kilmarnock night- 
caps are a good article for the Holland market, as they are 
wore by ail the. Dutch ſeamen : they. are all waulked or 
milled the ſame way with the bonnets. This town holds 
of Lord Glencairn. There are fix frames for making 
| ſtockings. 240 looms are employed in weaving ilk; 
ſixty-ſix in the carpet way; forty in the linen branches;

Robert Thomſon and Company are 
eminent in making blankets in the Engliſh method, and from 
the wool of this country. They have competed for the 
premium theſe two years paſt, and alledge they loſt it on 
account of the Engliſh wool being uf a better ſtaple, but 
think their goods were equally well manufactured. The 
woolen manufacture was introduced at Kilmarnock by Miſs 
Maria Gardiner (half-aunt to the unfortunate Lord Kilmar- 
nock), who, obſerving the indolence of the people of that 
lace, brought ſpinners and weavers of carpets from Dal- 
keith about the year 1728.

of 3000 yards laſt year. There is another article they ma- 
nufacture, called checked ſerge, of the above kind. It is 
made into hunting coats, a light garb for ſummer wear, 
and anſwers very well for children's cloaths, They alſo 
make laſtings, mancoes, flannels, and ſerges, which are 
moſtly exported into Holland. The ordinary quantity of 
wool manufactured in and about Moffar annually is about 
1250 ſtones. There is one thing which hurts the manu- 
facture ; it is the practice of laying on a long tar mark on 
their ſheep, moſtly about half a yard long, which renders 
all the wool uſeleſs where the tar mark is laid, and adds a 
conſiderable weight on the ſtone of wool. It is the opi- 


nion of Meſſrs Reids, that the more greaſe and the leſs tar 
| that is employed, the better it will be for the wool ; and 


likewiſe be more beneficial to the ſheep : That the tar 
mark ought to be totally aboliſhed, and that a bouſt ought 
to be uſed for marking the ſheep : The propoſed bouſt is a 
piece of iron, with the initial letters of the farmer's name, 
the hollow of the iron filled up with tar, or any ſuch ma- 
terials, which being put upon the ſheep when clipped, ef. 
fectually marks them, and neither ſpoils them nor the wool : 


That the ſheep ought to be waſhed ten or twelve days be- 


fore they are clipped, not in great numbers, but one by 
one at a time, and in running water if poſſible; for the 


driving them into a pool hurts them and the wool, by raiſ- 


ing the mud: Mr Bell of Scotſbridge, a tenant of Mr 


Clark, has the beſt wool in that country, which is prefer- 


able to any wool from Northumberland, at fifteen ſhillings 
per ſtone, Meſſrs Reids are further of opinion, that, if 


that kind of ſheep were introduced into the country where 


they reſide, it would be of great benefit, and they are cer- 
tain, if they had a proper breed of ſheep, ſuch as Mr Bell 
has, they would raiſe as good wool for all branches of the 
manufacture as any in England.. If ſuch plans as theſe were 
to be introduced and encouraged, induſtry and population 
would ſoon follow of conſequence.

quarters come here to be educated. The people here are 
extremely tenacious with regard to ancient cuſtoms. Their 
fathers and grandfathers were in the practice of having their 
beards lathered with the hand inſtead of the bruſh. They 
ſtill continue it for no better reaſon, though it is certain the 
former is much more naſty and tedious than the latter. In

but no ſpinning nor manufactures of any kind done, though 
in a fine wool country. They tar much, and their wool 
ſells of -«@nſequence at a low price. Here I mult obſerve, 
that all-the merchants, manufacturers, and dealers, over all 


the ſheep countries, complain much of this pernicious cuſ- 


tom, and they all agree, that thoſe who tar leaſt have moſt 
; wool, and get double the price of thoſe who tar heavy; at 


the ſame time that their ſheep thrive much better, In (hart, 
the whole body of -the people (the old obſtinate ſtore far- 
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mers excepted) abhor this baſe practice, and, wich one 
voice, declare it does hurt, in place of ſervice, to the 
health of the ſheep. John Ledgertwood, cabinet-maker, 


is the only manufacturer of genius in this place. There 
was very lately ſent down from Darlington à ſmall parcel 


of flax to be ſpun into yarn, under the direction of Robert 


Corſar, which, when ſpun, if be can get it done, is to be 


ſent up to Darlington.

The other branch 
is a printing-field, where all ſorts of linen and cotton 
cloths are whitened and ſtained-on - the beſt principles, and 
the patterns followed with the greateſt exactneſs. They 
are allowed to equal any of the kind done in Britain. Hand- 
kerchiefs, which is a great article at this field in the ſtamp- 
ing way, are reckoned cheap of the money, and the patterns 
finely choſe and well executed. Here there is likewiſe an in- 
genious cabinet maker and houſe-carpenter, a good ſmith, and 


tradeſmen of all profeſſions; and new houſes are added to the 


village every year. There is alſo a moſt commodious and 
elegant inn, built at his lordſhip's ſole expence, for the ac- 
commodation of travellers ; and no better chaiſes, horſes, or 
uſage can be deſired any-where.

They 
have increaſed their ſhipping and fiſhing - buſſes to a great ex- 
tent. There are about 14,000 tons of ſhipping belonging 


to this place, moſtly employed in foreign trade, and one 


hundred fail of buſſes juſt now out upon the herring-fiſhing ; 


at a medium, fifty tons meaſurement each. The herrinys 


caught on this coaſt are remarkably good; and they cure 
them both white, pickled, and reddened, extremely well. 


Here there are a great number of ſailors, coopers, rope and
